| TRADE’S HIGHEST RECORD. 


Foreign Commerce of United States 
for Ten Months Heaches Unprece- 
dented Figure of Four Billions. 
(BY «4. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—~Attain- 
ment of a $4,000,000,000 foreign trade 
by the United States in 1912 will be 
one of the most noteworthy facts for 
historians to record of the American 
nation at the beginning of the new 
year. 
In announcing the totals of the ex- 
port end import trade of the country 
for the ten months ending with Oc- 
tober, the Bureau of Demestic and 
Foreign Commerce stated today the 
foreign commerce would reach this 
total by ‘the end of December. Its 
highest former record was %3,626,- 
000,000 in 1911. 

Imports in the ten months amount- 
ed to $1,.611,000,000.and exports to 
$1,.871,000,000, making it apparent 
that the imports of the full year wil! 
approximate $1,860,00,000 and the ex- 
ports $2,300,000,000, totaling $4, 100,- 


000,000. 

‘Im have nearly doubled in 
value since 1901 and exports have 
nearly doubled since, 1904. 

The Atlantic ports get the lion's 
share of the increase in imports, but 
the northern border and Pacific Coast 


ports show the largest percentages of

NEW DEPOT TOO 
FOR BAY CITY. 


Station Almost as Fine as at 
Los Angeles. 


Southern Pacific to Spend 
 Half-Miilion Dollars... 
Construction Work to. Start 
in Near Future. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 26.—Rep- 
resentatives of the Southern Pacific 
Ratiroad Company announced here 
today that the company decided to 
begin very soon the construction of 
a new passenger station in this city. 
The new station will cost approxi- 
mately $500,000. and will be on the 
site of the station now in use at 
Third and Townsend streets. 

The mission style of architecture 
will be used throughout the building, 
which will be two stories high, and 
will cover a ground area of -140x100 
feet. The waiting rooms will open 
upon @ concourse leading through 
gates to the track platforms, under 
umbrella roofs. There will be five 
platforms, serving eleven tracks, six 
more than the station now has. There 
will be four supplementary tracks, 
with a separate ticket office, forming 
an extra station, through which ex- 
cursions and special trains will be 
handled separately. The second-story 
will house the division offices. 

An electric pneumatic interlocking 
system, such as handles the traffic 
at Oakland Mole, will be installed. .

Another Son of Confucius Dashes

Yee Chun, a Chinese, 60 years old, 
was smothered to death in trying to 
save the secret records of his Masonic 
lodge and a countryman named

grocery store at No. 308 Marchessault 
street, Chinatown, last night.

“He remained in the building to get 

the casket in which they were kept 
from its hiding place,” somebody 
translated. “He will die rather than 
desert them.”

PUTS SMOKING ORDINANCE UP 


TO CITY COUNCIL, 
Gives Eight Reasons Why Tobac- 
©o Should Not Be Burned on 
Street Care—Says Fresh Air, Sclf 
Respect, and Pride in City’s Pro- 
Sressivencss Must Be Maintained. 


The City Council will have to de- 
cide the question ef prohibition of 
smoking on street cars. The Board of 
Public Utilities, finding itself not in a 
Position to enforce a rule on its own 


initiative, has passed its recommenda- 
tion to the Council. 


With a vote of two to one the beard 
report was sent to the Council yes- 
terday. President Foulkes would not 
for absolute prohibition of 
smoking, but was willing to limit the 
smoking hours from midnight to 8 
O'clock in the morning. The others 
not this compromise. 

e amendment as proposed by the 
Board of Public Utilities contains: 

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, while upon any street or inters 
urban car. to smoke any cigar. ciga- 
Fette or pipe, or to smoke tobacco in 
any Manner or form.” 

The statement of the board in be- 
half of this proposed amendment, and 
which will go before the Council to- 


day, reads: 


Our reasons for making this recom- 
mendation may be stated as follows: 
First—A very large portion of our 
fellow-citizens find tobacco smoke of- 
fensive and many of them are sick- 
ened or nauseated by it, especially if 
it emanates from an ancient pipe, 
cigar or cigarette.

Officials is just as imperative to see 
that the railway officials supply the 
former as to see that the water com- 
panies furnish the latter. We would 
not tolerate the latter for a day; why 
should we tolerate the former? 
Third — Three-fourths 


of all 
smokers voluntarily § refrain —from 
smoking when on street cars because 


they know it is offensive to « portion 
of their fellow-passengers: It is the 
remaining one-fourth who are not 
thus considerate that need to be re- 
Strained by such legislation. 
Fourth—The railway officials have 
favorably informed us that they will 
promptiy and heartily comply with 
such an ordinance if enacted. This 
co-operation on their part will make 
our effort comparatively easy. , 
Fitth—This “no king” rule on 
any part of a street car is now the 
well-established custom and practice 
of meny of the street railways of oth- 
er cities. Los Angeles has claimed 
to be a little ahead of other cities in 
religious, educational and ethical 
standards: in street-car ethics and 
customs we must frankly acknowledge 
we have falien behind. This is doub- 
ly unfortunate in our case becau 
our visiting tourisis from those cities 
that have already prohibited smok- 
ing are not only annoyed bv the 
smoker but astonished at our fail- 
ure to keep up with the progressive 
demand of the people in this respect: 
Sixth—Philadciphia railways have 
had such a rule for seventeen years. 
The citizens of Kansas City voted by 
an overwhelming majority to pro- 
hibit smoking on cars. Portland, 
Or... as Well as Portland, Me... do not 
permit smoking on ears. New . York 
City, Brooklyn and Boston prohibit 
on elevated and subways; Chicago 
does likewise on some of her elevated 
roads. Nearly all other cities pro- 
hibit smoking on  pay-as-you-enter 
cars. On open cars many cities con- 
fine the smokers to the three rear 
seats. 
Seventh—Our @¢fferts te confine 
amoking to the front end of the cars 
have proven very unsatisfactory to 
a large portion of our railway patrons. 
So large a portion of our cars are 
now of the pay-as-you-enter. type, 
where the smoker is compelled to en- 
ter the car in the rear and pass 
through ite entire length to the front 
section.

private practice; gives the people the 
right to fix rates on gas and electricity 
whenever they please by initiative. 
‘and repeals the twelve months’ limita- 
tion in the old charter so far as es- 
tablishing rates is concerned, and 
empowers the State Railroad Commis- 
sion to regulate transfers and fares 
of the street and interurban system 
in the city of Long Beach.
